At I o’clock twenty-six bodies had 
been taken from ruins, while dozens 
more or less badly injured had been 
removed to places of safety. 
But one of Chandler’s physicians es­ 
caped uninjured, and even after aid 
from Guthrie arrived, there was a scar­ 
city of surgical aid.

tection of our manufacturers lowered 
the price of cotton ties. 
One of the features of the closing 
hour of the debate was a brief speech 
by Mr. White 
(rep., N. C.), the only 
colored man in the house, in commen­ 
dation of the bill. 
In the name 
of 
9,000,000 of his race, 90 per cent of 
whom were laborers, he indorsed the 
bill. 
As the hour for voting arrived the 
excitement increased. Fifteen minutes 
before 3 o’clock Mr. McMillin (Tenn.) 
was recognized for five minutes to close 
the debate for his side. He briefly re­ 
viewed the “extraordinary” 
methods 
by whicji the bill was being brought to 
a vote. He charged that amendments 
were cut off because the leaders of the 
majority 
feared that they might 
be 
crushed by their own cohorts. Mr. Mc­ 
Millin concluded by having read at the 
clerk’s desk 
the 
w o rd s 
of Speaker 
Reed, then in the opposition, on the oc­ 
casion of the passage of th e Wilson 
law. “W ith th o se words,” said he, “I 
let the bill go forth to the execration of 
a robbed and outraged people.” 
Mr. Dingley closed the debate in a 
ten-minute speech. 
He spoke of the 
extraordinary 
circumstances 
which 
produced the exigency which congress 
had been called 
in 
extra session to 
meet. 
He assured his colleagues and 
the country that he felt confident the 
bill would accomplish the purpose for 
which it was framed. 
When the hammer fell at exactly 3 
o’clock 
the republicans 
gave 
their 
leader a ringing 
round 
of applause, 
which was taken up by the galleries. 
It continued for several minutes. The 
debate being at an end the committee 
rose, and the bill, with pending amend­ 
ments, was reported to the house by 
Mr. Sherman, the chairman of the com­ 
mittee of the whole. 
Mr. Bailey demanded a separate vote 
on the amendment fixing April I as the 
date on which the bill shall go into 
effect. 
The other amendments were 
adopted in gross, with only formal op­ 
position. A roll call was demanded on 
the excepted amendment, and it was 
adopted 200 to 140. The combined op­ 
position of democrats, populists and 
silverites voted against the amendment, 
except Mr. Newlands (silverite, Nev.), 
who voted for it, and Messrs. Hartman 
(silverite, 
Mont.), 
Jones 
(fusionist, 
W adi.), Martin 
(pop., 
N. C.), 
and 
Stroud (pop., N. C.), who did not vote. 
The bill was then ordered to be read 
a third time, after which Mr. Dockery 
(dem., Mo.) offered the motion of the 
minority to recommit the bill, with in­ 
structions. 
The motion was lost, 148 
to 136. 
The republicans voted solidly 
against the motion. 
The roll call on the passage of the 
bill was then taken and was followed 
with intense interest. Not a break oc­ 
curred in the republican ranks. 
Five 
democrats—Messrs. Meyer, Broussard 
and Davey of Louisiana and Kleberg 
and Slayden of Texas—voted with the 
majority. 
Mr. Howard (Ala.) was the only popu­ 
list who voted for the bill, but twenty- 
one of the populists, fusionists and sil­ 
verites declined to record themselves 
either way. 
When the speaker announced the re­ 
sult ayes 205, nays 122, present and 
not voting 21, and so the bill is passed 
—the republicans rose en masse and 
cheered. 
The galleries joined in the 
demonstration. Immediately afterward, 
on Mr. Dingley’s motion, the house ad­ 
journed until Saturday.

This record indicates th at the re­ 
vival of business has begun, and th a t 
the local mills are enjoying a season 
of prosperity. 
The goods meet w ith 
a ready Bale but prices are low. 
A 
representative of the cotton company 
said th at they were obliged to manu­ 
facture large quantities of cloth in 
order to realize much profit. 
The low prices are the result of the 
strong competition th a t has developed 
both in the United States and in for­ 
eign countries sinoe the local mills 
were started. 
T h ey 
W ant a

“ W hat we are hoping for now ,”said 
a local stockholder, “ is th a t a new 
tariff bill will soon be fram ed th at 
will protect us against the Imported 
cotton goods. 
When this is done, the 
Janesville mills will have a show, and 
the present busiuejs- will continue for 
mauy months to come.” 
At the upper mill business is so 
rushed th a t certain departm ents are 
now running nights. 
The greater 
portion of the 300 employes are women. 
Ic the spinning departm ent the aver­ 
age d ily wages are from 12 70 to $4 a 
week while the weaving departm ent 
employes earn from 15 to $9. 
The lower mill, located a t Montery, 
is today m anufacturing one-third more 
goods than the upper mill. 
This suc­ 
cess is due to the fact th a t the lower 
mills enjoy better facilities and work 
a larger num ber of hands. 
Supt. Bailey says the outlook was 
never more promising and if the prices 
w ill only advance a season of long 
prosperity for she company is assured.

of the cinnamon plant that a law was 
passed forbidding the killing of a crow 
under the severest penalties? Most of 
the stories which are related of 
the 
sagacity of the crow and of his power 
of acting in concert with others are so 
Incredible that I. almost fear to com­ 
promise my character for veracity by 
repeating them. 
For instance, crows 
have be'm known to undo a paper par­ 
cel in order to pry into its contents; 
to untie the knot of a napkin inclos­ 
ing provisions; to remove the peg by 
which the lid of a basket was fastened 
down—-always with 
some unhallowed 
object in view; to hunt in couples after 
a brood of chicks, one diverting the at­ 
tention of the hen-mother by repeated 
feints in one direction, while the other 
made off with the coveted prey, etc. 
That they have a language 
of their 
own, though undistinguishable to our 
ears, by which they readily communi­ 
cate intelligence, give warning, secure 
assistance, and combine to act in a defi­ 
nite way, is only too evident. Point but 
a gun at a crow, and the warning cry 
of “Gare! Gare” or something similar 
is at once raised from the nearest out­ 
post and echoed and re-echoed from 
every tree for miles around j and for 
many a long day that spot will be care­ 
fully shunned by every crow in the 
neighborhood. Put a substitute a stick, 
crutch or broom for a gun and he will 
laugh you in the face and positively 
call his fellows to come and defy you 
with taunts and yells of derisive laugh­ 
ter. 
The most notable instance, how­ 
ever, which I have seen of their power 
of acting in concert, and apparently 
after due deliberation, was what I wit­ 
nessed on a certain occasion of the pro­ 
ceedings of an immense multitude of 
crows and which had all the semblance 
of an open-air criminal court; or, rath­ 
er, of the summary’ mode of trial and 
execution pursued by vigilance commit­ 
tees under the sanction of lynch law. 
It was at noon and I was driving past 
the Colombo esplande, when my atten­ 
tion was drawn to a gathering of the 
Crow clan in large numbers. They ap­ 
peared to come from the east and the 
west, from the north and the south sim­ 
ultaneously and, for the most part, si­ 
lently. 
Perched on the branches of 
some large trees which stood at a dis­ 
tance and occupying irregular but com­ 
manding positions along the seaside 
were stationed certain noisier brethren 
apparently engaged on sentinel duty, 
but cawing their eternal 
khaa khaa 
with a vehemence and energy which 
seemed to denote some occurrence of 
more than ordinary import. 
Perhaps 
like the “Oyez! Oyez!” of the town crier 
- their hoarse, monotonous cries were a 
summons to all good citizens to assem­ 
ble forthwith in the interests of public 
justice. Presently there was a sort of 
an arrangement of the black forces. 
Serried ranks formed a kind of square, 
all the birds hopping on the ground, 
save those on outpost duty, till 
the 
greensward presented almost a funereal 
appearance, while in the center, under 
the custody of some special constables, 
an unfortunate crow culprit was care­

without sundry 
pecks and raps on the head and other 
reminders peculiar to the force. There 
was a brief silence while the president 
of the tribunal appeared to be asking 
the prisoner if he could show cause 
why sentence should not be passed on 
him. 
Caws enough he had, poor fel­ 
low, but the formula was unmeaning, 
as in many a higher tribunal; his case 
was prejudiced; and without waiting 
for a reply he was ordered 
to

drummed out of the ranks, banished, 
outlawed—que sais-je? 
The sentence 
was received with acclamation. There 
was a universal clamor and uprising 
into the air. 
I looked round for the 
victim; he was running the crow-or­ 
deal for life. 
He rose, was pecked at 
by a number of his fellows, struggled 
fiercely and got off, only to be pursued 
by others, who hurled him down with 
beak and claw. 
Then on his 
back, 
grimly facing his assailants, he fought 
desperately for bare life. 
Once again 
he was successful, and this time as he 
rose in the air with a rapid wing he dis­ 
tanced his pursuers and was soon lost 
to view. W hat his ultimate fate was I 
do not know. But the whole affair in­ 
terested me greatly.

possible 
crime could he have committed, the 
miserable 
wretch 
wrho 
had 
sinned 
against the unwritten code of crow 
law, such a code as only an opium eater 
could conceive of in his wildest imag­ 
inings or a colony of escaped convicts 
enact in a new' settlement.
